of Strout Avenue, asked Mr Con- 
nors why he had given up the Suno 
co Station in town. Connors said 
it was a matter of economics, and 
that it would only pay him to run 
his own station. Mr and Mrs 
Hooper were recorded as against 
the station, 

Buzzell told the Selectmen that 
there were a few factors in the 
location that were different from 
a year ago. 

‘The prospective Chapter 90 Road 
Work, Buzzell said, was of impor- 
tance. It was difficult to find a 
place with a lack of interference, 
and yet as convenient as the one 
proposed. The owner would oper 
ate, and he was a resident of 
Wilmington. There had been an 
increase in the number of cars 
registered in town. 

Buzzell said that the main 
competitors of the company 
(Esso) had two stations each, in 
Wilmington, and that Esso should 
be given that privilege. 

The proposed site, he said, was 
highly suitable, a good lot of land, 
with ample frontage and set back, 
and with zoning back to 400 feet. 
The abuttors did not have a leg! 
timate complaint, he told the Sel 
ectmen, since the zoning was such 
It was his opinion that we live under 
a free enterprise, and that a man 
should be entitled to the opportu- 
nity to work at what he wished, 
‘Give them all a fair shake, and 
may the best man win!’ 

Weyman Billings, speaking 
against the proposal, said that 
there was ‘No need for Wilming- 
ton to be Gasoline Alley’. He 
was seconded by Russell Williams 
also of Strout Avenue, and Mrs 
Hooper said that her objection was 
that there were too many (gas 
stations) already, and they were 
too close together, 

The board took the proposal 
under advisement, to be decided 
next week, and Chairman Miceli 
asked for Signatures, There were 
twelve in favor and eleven against. 


Other Business 

William H. Turner of Hanson 
Road and Harold S Miller of 25 
King Street were drawn for the 
jury pool for Cambridge on Mar 
4, 1968 and Mrs Elsa Bishop of 
30 Melrose Avenue for Civil Ct 
in Lowell on March 4, 

Frances Downs appeared on 
behalf of Mrs Joseph McMahon 
Stating that she wished to donate 
a flagpole to the town in memory 
of Joe, if the town was not going 
to do anything about a Magpole for 
the common, The Selectmen 
thanked Frances for appearing, but 
stated they felt that it was the 
Town's responsibility and would 
See that a flagpole was erected 
in the name of Mr McMahon and 
the Veterans of all Wars, since 
it was the Town’s responsibility to 
do this. Niles stated that they 
appreciated Mrs McMahon's offer 
and suggested that a letter be 
Sent to her explaining their de- 
cision. 

Rep Fred Cain appeared with the 
new plans for the Shawsheen Ave 
Bridge between Texaco and Wil 
mington Sales off Main Street a 
cross from the Shopping Center. 
He told the Selectmen that they 
already had $100,000 in the Coun 
ty Account for Bridges and could 
have $50,000 this year, but after 
that, something else would hap- 
pen to it. He stated that the 
State would erect the bridge an 
roads with Federal monies, but that 
the Town must match the county 
and use this $300,000 for the land 
taking.
